What German, able to 
command the services of the courtly French art which is here visible, could have been 
so interested in the little Due de Chartres, first son of the Due d’Orleans, as the mother 
of the latter Prince—namely Madame, Elizabeth-Charlotte of Bavaria, who lived on 
for ahont twenty years after her grandson’s birth and who to the last stuck loyally to her 
native German speech.

In his preliminary epistle to Sir Thomas More, Tunstal gives a curious account 
of the origin of this work. It seems that in his dealings with certain goldsmiths, or 
silversmiths, he suspected that the accounts were fraudulently prepared he therefore 
made a special study of the forgotten science of bis boyhood—arithmetic—in order to 
be able to check the figures. The result of his labours was a book for his own use, 
which, on being appointed Bishop of London, he thought no longer necessary to hi9 
new station, but probably worthy of being printed for the use of others.

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Turrecremata of Rome in which the illustrations were done by a 
German hand. 

In thia copy all the blank leaves were excised as useless, but we 
have the complete printed book with all its marvellous woodcuts in 
full size. It was sold at the Ashburnham sale last year for £219, and 
returned as lacking the dedication which (mirabile dictu) is in its 
proper place, and occupies leaves 5-8 ; being followed immediately on 
the reverse of leaf 8 by the first chapter of the text. It begins [C] redo 
equidem nec sum nescius Dux & imp. inelite Sigsmunde Pandulfe. 

There were nine blank leaves in the book and 259 printed leaves. 

The blank leaves were rejected as useless probably by the distinguished 
Doctor of Law Luca Danese da Ravenna (1598-1679) whose signature 
is found on the first leaf. The marginal notes which appear in the 
book are not by him, but are of the end of the fifteenth century. They 
were written probably in the Convent of St. Stephen, at Bergamo, to 
which the book then belonged, as appears from a note on page 1 of 
dedication. 

The designer of the woodcuts is known to have been Matteo Pasti, 
the famous Veronese sculptor. 

This copy is of matchless size.

44 The first step towards the preparation of this volume was the formation of a 
collection of the Reptiles and Batrachians of Egypt. This was an absolute necessity, 
as these groups were evidently so poorly represented in the Museums of this country 
and in those of Europe, that it would have been impossible to have derived from them 
any just conception of the extent of these constituents of the Egyptian Fauna. More¬ 
over, in Great Britain, as on the Continent, it wa* a rare circumstance to find a 
specimen with any more definite locality assigned to it than ‘ Egypt,’ 4 Nubia,’ or the 
4 Sudan.’ 

44 In forming the Collection which was to serve as the basis of this volume, an 
endeavour was made to obtain as many specimens as possible from a diversity of 
accurately ascertained and registered localities, distributed over ns wide an area as 
possible. 

“ While in Egypt, in 1892, I drew np a Memorandum, pointing out the lack of 
information that existed regarding the Fauna of the coantry generally, bnt more 
especially of the Mammalia, Reptilia, and Batrachia; and further, to make this 
Circular as nseful as possible, it was translated into Arabic through the courteous 
assistance of Colonel Sir Colin Scott Moncrieff, at that time Director of Irrigation, who 
also aided me in its circulation. Those who favourably replied to the Memorandum 
were famished with the necessary materials tor collecting, and with full instructions 
for the proper preservation of the specimens. 

41 Nearly five years were devoted to collecting, with the result that over 1500 
specimens of Reptilia and Batrachia were brought together, of which more than 1400 
were permanently preserved. The greater part was presented to the British Museum ; 
another set, all hut complete, was also presented to the Museum of the Egyptian 
Government School of Medicine in Cairo, and a few of the more important species 
were given to some of the Museums in Europe.”— The Author's Preface. 

When, some six years ago, I)r. Anderson undertook the investigation which has 
resulted in the noble work now published, our knowledge of the herpetolcgical fauna of 
Egypt was very meagre indeed, and could not compare with that of the neighbouring 
countries such as Tunisia, Algeria, and Syria. A list of the reptiles and batrachians 
of Egypt showed an imposing array of species, many of which now prove to be merely 
nominal, but these were represented in museums by a small number of specimens, few 
of which bore indications of exact localities. In fAct, such material as then existed 
was quite inadequate for a study of the distribution as required by modern zoology, 
and the most important subject of variations and delimitation of species could not bo 
attacked. 

The author’s first task was therefore the bringing together of a large number of 
specimens, from as many parts of the coantry as possible, and this was carried out by 
him with extraordinary energy during successive visits to Egypt in the winters 1892 to 
1895, his personal investigations extending even to Suskim, beyond the limits of 
Egypt proper. Not only did Dr. Anderson himself and with the help of natives 
succeed in collecting a very large series of specimens, many of which were brought 
homq alive, and conld be sketched in natural colours and attitudes, but he was also 
fortunate enough to enlist the co-operation of many residents and visitors interested in 
Natural History matters; the result being the splendid collection, the bulk of which has 
been presented to the British Musenm, a second, nearly complete set, having been 
reserved for the Museum of the Egyptian Government School of Medicine at Cairo.—

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EXTRACT FROM THE INTRODUCTION 


The object with which this volume 
has been compiled has been to set at 
rest, once and for ever, the vexed ques¬ 
tion of how far Edward FitzGerald’s 
incomparable poem may be regarded 
as a translation of the Persian originals, 
how far as an adaptation, and how 
far as an original work, and a short 
history of the major portion of Edward 
FitzGerald’s material is necessary, 
for the purpose of showing why this 
question of translation, adaptation, or 
original composition should have been 
a question open to lengthy argument, 
and why it has been impossible to set 
it at rest until the present time, when 
forty years have elapsed since first 
Edward FitzGerald’s poem attracted 
the attention of those great scholars 
and poets who rescued it, as recounted 
in the threadbare anecdote, from the 
oblivion of the penny box. 

The influence of the Ouseley MS. 
upon the poem forms the subject of 
a volume published by Mr. Heron- 
Alien in 1898, and, save in so far as 
it recurs in the parallels, which give 
excuse for the present work, is not 
referred to in this volume, but the 
doubts which have sprung up as 
to the extent to which Edward Fitz¬ 
Gerald took, as his editor, Mr. Aldis 
Wright, says, “ great liberties with 


the original/’ have arisen in conse¬ 
quence of the vicissitudes which have 
befallen the rest of the material from 
which the poet worked during the con¬ 
struction of his first edition. Professor 
Cowell made a copy of the Ouseley MS. 
for Edward FitzGerald just before he 
went to India in August, 1836, and 
a copy of the Calcutta MS. immediately 
after his arrival there. Some time 
after this he sent him a copy of the 
rare Calcutta printed edition of 1836. 
To possess oneself therefore of full 
information as to what material Ed¬ 
ward FitzGerald really worked from 
in making the original edition of his 
poem, it was necessary to consult, line 
by line, and word by word, the Cal¬ 
cutta MS. (Noted as No. 1548 in the 
Bengal Asiatic Society’s Libary) and 
the Calcutta printed edition of 1836,— 
in addition, of course, to the Ouseley 
MS. Prof. Cowell has most generously 
placed at Mr. Heron-Alien’s disposal 
the copy of the Calcutta MS. made 
for him, and Mr. Heron-Allen com¬ 
municated with Mr. A. T. Pringle, 
Director of Indian Records in the 
Home Department at Calcutta, him¬ 
self a keen and critical student of 
Omar Khayyam, with a view to getting 
either a photographic reproduction, or 
a clean neuta’lik copy of this MS. made 
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for him. Careful search and widely 
spread enquiry brought to light the 
fact that the MS. was lost, stolen, or 
strayed, so that Prof. Cowell's copy 
was the only record left of this portion 
of Edward FitzGerald's material. 

Mr. Heron-Alien next addressed 
himself to the discovery of “ that rare 
Calcutta printed edition," of whose 
existence, after searching in vain every 
European State library and many 
others, and every available library in 
India, he began to have grave doubts, 
thinking that Prof. Cowell had in¬ 
advertently confused it with an edition 
lithographed simultaneously at Calcutta 
and Teheran in 1886. In the summer, 
however, one of Mr. Pringle's clerks 
picked up a copy of the long sought 
book in the Bazar at Calcutta, printed 
from type at Calcutta in 1836. 

We find ourselves, therefore, in the 
interesting position of having the 
whole of FitzGerald’s material before 
us; and though (so perfectly did 
Edward FitzGerald identify himself 
with his author's habit of mind) 
many other MSS. contain quatrains 
that closely resemble his marvel¬ 
lous paraphrase, there is nothing 
written by or attributed to Omar 
Khayyam which served FitzGerald 
for inspiration in making his first 
edition, other than what is to be found 
in the three, or rather two, texts 
above referred to. Mr. Heron-Allen 
has spoken already at length in the 
Terminal Essay to his former volume 


of the influences exerted by other 
Oriental poets upon his work, and 
especially that of the Mantik ut-tair, 
or Parliament of Birds of Ferid ud 
din Attar; where it was direct or 
exclusive it is set down in the 
parallels which compose the present 
work. The result of Mr. Heron- 
Alien's observations may be summar¬ 
ised as follows: 

Of Edward FitzGerald's quatrains, 
forty-nine are faithful and beautiful 
paraphrases of single quatrains to be 
found in the Ouseley or Calcutta 
MSS., or both. 

Forty-four are traceable to more 
than one quatrain, and may therefore 
be termed the “composite '' quatrains. 

Two are inspired by quatrains 
found by FitzGerald only in Nicolas' 
text. 

Two are quatrains reflecting the 
whole spirit of the original poem. 

Two are traceable exclusively to 
the influence of the Mantik ut-tair of 
Ferid ud din Attar. 

Two quatrains primarily inspired 
by Omar were influenced by the Odes 
of Hafiz. 

Mr. Heron-Alien has appended to 
every Persian ruba'i in the present 
volume references to the texts (com¬ 
prising some 5,235 quatrains), in 
which he has found the same ruba'i, 
in the identical form, or more or less 
varied. 

The student of this work will admit 
that Mr. Heron-Allen has justified the 
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opinion of FitzGerald’s poem which 
he expressed a year ago : (< A trans¬ 
lation pure and simple it is not , but a 
translation in the most artistic sense 
of the term it undoubtedly is.” 

By the courteous permission of 
Mr. W. Aldis Wright, Edward Fitz¬ 
Gerald’s literary executor, and of his 
publishers, Messrs. Macmillan, the 
whole of the definitive (5th) edition 
of FitzGerald’s poem is included in 
the present volume, and also the stray 
quatrains that appeared in the Intro¬ 
duction and Notes to that poem, and 
those which appeared in the earlier 
editions of the poem and which have 
since been eliminated. Throughout 
the present volume these appear on 
the left-hand pages, the right-hand 


pages being occupied by the Persian 
text of the original quatrains that 
inspired FitzGerald, together with a 
purely literal line for line translation 
and references to the known texts in 
which they occur in identical or more 
or less varied forms. These texts 
include (besides the three above 
referred to) the five MSS. in the 
Biblioth^que Nationale in Paris, the 
Bankipur MS., the Nawab of Tonk’s 
MS., the printed texts of Nicolas and 
Whinfield, the lithographed texts of 
Bombay, Lucknow, and St. Peters¬ 
burg, and the translations of Prof. 
E. B. Cowell, M. Garcin de Tassy, 
and Mr. John Payne.
